MOSCOW (AP) — Josef V 
Stalin was 63 years old today and 
celebrated the anniversary with 
long hours of work at his desk 
as he wrestled with the problems 
of the Red Army engaged in-three 
winter offensives against “Nazi 
invaders. 

This son of a peasant cobbler 
who was born Joseph Vissariono- 
vich Dzugashvili and received the 
name Stalin—Man of Steel—from 
Nicolai Lenin, leader of the So- 
viet Revolution, is accounted by 
Russians not only the leader of 
the state but the chief Russian 
strategist In the struggle against 
the Germans 

Even in times of peace few of 
the-world’s leading men laboréd 
as long and as hard as Stalin, 
and_with the advent of war, from 
what can be learned from beyond 
the towering red walls .of—the 
Kremlin, he has added many 
hotirrs to his day’s work. 

The- Red - Army -has-— already 
brought Stalin his birthday pres 
ent—its swift and excellent exe 
cution of two offensives, the first 
at his namesake city of Stalin- 
grad on the southern Russian 
front, and the second on the cen- 
tral front northwest of Moscow. 
Now it is chalking up successes 
in a third in the Voronezh area

CONFERENCES NEAR FRONT 

Never announced, Russians 
first learned of the personal par 
ticipation of Stalin in last winter's 
defence of Moscow from a pic- 
ture, quietly exhibited, of Stalin 
and his commanders meeting in 
a small cabin at the front outside 
the capital.
